Throughout the country until Monday of 
this week dry, cold weather, accompanied ly 
harsh winds, has had a bad effect on vege- 
tation. Heavy rains have since caused an im- 
yrovement, but it will be a considerable time 
beds plant developmiant is anything like nor- 
mal for the period of the year. Pastures 
were not stocked till' some weeks later than 
usual, and through lack of the customary 
‘spring’ in-the grass had in many instances 
became bare and -brown by the first of the 
month. In some counties grass was never 
known to be so scarce for the time of the 
vear. The large bulk of hay left after the 
unusually open winter months came in very 
useful for stock, especially milch cows and 
calves, which had of necessity to be kept 
housed for weeks longer than in other seasons. 
In some: counties the demand for hay to 
keep stock in condition was so pressing that 
prices advanced from 3s. to 4s. 6d. per cwt. 
Catch crops also turned out very serviceable 
for feeding. In most counties these 
were fit to cut by the last week of April, and 
roved of much value to farmers throughout 
fay. “The provision of such feeding against a 

late grass season was never more fully justi- 


In many cases the adverse weather |

kept veiches and rye from being 
ready to cut when most required, but even 
though such supplementary food was behind the 
usual date of cutting, and yields were not so 
good as in other seasons, their value as feed. 
ing for outlying cattle, as well as for indoor 
dairy stock, was much appreciated. On many 
farms the area sown was too small for the 
requirements of the stock kept, and as a 
result the crop was completely used up before 
the end of the month. Plots of rape, rve, 
and vetches, as well as Italian rve grass, were 
the catch crops most widely grown.

SHEEP EMBARGO. 


CIRCULAR TO COUNCILS IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 


Owing to the complaints of local bodies, 
particularly Fermanagh and Tyrone, as to the 
importation of sheep last year from Donegal 
and Co. Cavan suffering from sheep scab, the 
Imperial Secretary, Belfast, has issued a 
circular: to all Northern Councils, in which he 
drafts his proposals for dealing with this 
matter. 

It is provided that sheep entering Northern 
Ireland must first be reported to the police 
officer in charge of the sub-district, and, with- 
in seven days of their entry, be dipped a 
first time. They must be dipped a second 
time within ten to fourteen days of that first 
dipping, and until then must not be brought 
into contact with other sheep. 

This means a virtual embargo of fourteen 
days’ detention, and the sheep not subject 
to these restrictions are those destined for 
immediate exportation from Northern Ireland, 
sheep destined for slaughter within seven days 
of their entry into Northern Ireland, sheep 
destined for approved shows in Northern “Ire- 
land, and lambs under six months of age. ' 

Both provisions, however, might be subject 
to seven days’ exemption in the case of sheep 
moved into, or exposed at, a fair, market, or 
saleyard within five miles of the frontier of 
Northern Ireland. 3 

These suggestions are merely put forward 
tentatively he consideration and discussion, 
but “there is no doubt,” said a big 
Fermanagh farmer, “they have our hearty 
support, They are hardly strong enough.

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POOR HARVEST PROSPECTS.

Vegetation Backward : W arm Sunshine and Soft Rains Needed 


————--&i— —— 
By Our Special Correspondents. 


ROP reports from most paris of the 
country indicate the general backward- 
ness. oí growth. condition is 

much more serious than it has been. for 
many a seascm. Pastures were retarded 
in growth during April and May, and, 
although they might be expected to pick 
up considerably after the recent rains, they 
cannot afford the same amount of grazing as 
in other years. This is way BÓ go on light, 
NESA fields. Deep, sheitered fields did not 
suffer so badly. Cereal crops are also not as 
forward as they should be. Fields of winter 
wheat look promising, especially wheat sown 
in the early autumn. Spring-sown wheat did 
not come out so well. Brairds of oats and 
barley are struggling along under adverse con- 
ditions, and in many cases have suffered 
severely from wireworm attack. 

Planting of main crop potatoes was much 
delaved, and in the early part of this month 
the bulk of the crop was only coming over 
the ground. Early varieties were badly at- 
tacked by the frosts of May, and consequently 


have not been fit for digging before this er 


First crop hay, which is being cut at pre 


sent, will, on the whole, be very light. A 
few good fields here and there may be met 
with on rich, well-manured land, but on light 
land the 'crop will be short, and everything 
ints to the supply being extremely scarce 
during the coming winter. peg 

Reports from flax-growing counties indicate 
that brairds have suffered much, but there is 
some hope that fields may yet grow out and 
return an average yield. 

Stock, both eattle and sheep, ate coming 
slowly to marketable condition owing to the 
lack of bulk and nutrition in the herbage, and 
the supply of grass-fed cattle will be market- 
able much later than in ordinary seasons. 

From some of the Northern counties it is 
reported that oat brairds have been so cut 
down that in many instances they look likely 
to be a failure. 

This view may be pessimistic, because a few 
weeks’ favourable weather conditions would 
effect a great change. The present condition 
of crops, however, is far from satisfactory, and 
only the quick arrival of warm sunshine and 


soft rains will enable the crops to yield as 
they would in other seasons. 


SPECIAL TELEGRAMS FROM THE COUNTIES.

County Fermanagh. 


The crops in Co. Fermanagh having been 
exposed to frost and ‘cold north-westerly 
winds guffered severely during the months of 
April and May. Vegetation was retarded in 
growth, and the early grass was burned up. 
The frost had a most detrimental effect on 
young brairds of oats, wheat, and flax. This, 
coupled with the dry, hard weather, has had 
a serious effect on the young crops. The 
oat crop, in particular, has a very patched 
appearance, and is only as good as it usuallv 
is four weeks earlier in the season. The same 
may be said of potatoes. 

With regard to hay, forced grass should now 
be in the cutting stage, and it is not nearly 
ripe. In the opinion of many farmers this 
crop will not be ready for cutting before the 
10th July. It will then be a poor crop at 
best, due principally to the “ hasky ” weather 
in Mav. 

Fruit is also a month late, and it has been 
ruined in many places by the prevalence 
of the frosty westerly winds. A month’s 
warm weather would retrieve a lot. but 
nothing could recompense for the loss snffered 
in May, 


Countu Louth. 


Inquiries in County Louth go to show that 
the harvesting prospects are generally most 
unfavourable, principally owing to the cold, 
harsh winds of the past few months. All over 
the county first crop hay is very light. Old 
meadows are poor at the moment, but have 
still time to grow. Barley generally is fair, 
but backward, and in some areas is ver) 
poor crop. 3 

Potatoes look much better than was ex- 
pected earlier in the seargn, but they are still 
very backward. In no area in the county is 
this crop looking promising, and the yield 
will certainly be much smaller than last year. 
Mangolds are looking bad. Turnips are fairly 
good, much improvement being noticed after 
the recent night rains. : 

One authority on the farming conditions of 
the county stated that he had never seen the 
crops more unpromlsing at the time of vear. 
None of the crops looked at all well, and he 
was pessimistic enough to say that unless 
there was a wonderful improvement in the 
weather at once we were nearer a famine than 
most people seemed to think, 


County Meath. 


Harvest prospects, as far as the County 
Meath is concerned, while not very promising, 
cannot be said to be altogether "SE gc is, 
provided we get a continuance of good, hot 
weather and the harsh northerly winds dis- 
appear. 

Oats have been considerably interfered with 
by the. harsh, dry weather which obtained 
during the month of May. No doubt, the last 
few weeks have helped the’ prospects 
materially, and the crop has gone on ahead. 
Summed up, compared with last year, the 
prospects of oats may be described as 
" middling.’’ 

Winter wheat is about the most promising 
of all the crops. The summer wheat will be 
poor. 

Turnips—This crop will not be too bad, but 
it is far behind the average. 

Mangolds will be a yery poor crop. To use 
the words of a leading farmer, ‘‘ mangolds 
are doing nothing.”’ 

Potatoes—This crop shows signs of a con- 
siderable improvement. The prospects are 
fairly satisfactory. 

Meadows—The prospects of this crop are 
normal, Karly meadows are likely to be good 


County Tyrone. 


Although the early spring was favourable 
for getting the ground ready and the crops 
were got In in good time, the exceptionally 
cold weather which has prevailed since then 
has made this one of the most backward 
seasons for a long time. Oats have suffered 
most, as the cut-worm has had time to do 
extensive damage to the young shoots, and in 
some places the fields have been laid almost 
bare, particularly where the oats followed lea, 
while in other cases, though short for mid- 
summer, the braird is quite good. Next to 
oats most complaints are made about pasture, 
which is depended upon for grazing early in 

ed by the long- 
continued east winds, ground frost at night, 
and absence of rain. 

Force grass suffered from the same causes, 
but even if the growth is not made up before 
the usual time for cutting for seed, it will 
only mean a later harvest. Roots are look- 
ing very well—it is too early yet to form any 
estimate as to the ultimate weight. , 

The growth of potatoes, like other crops, 
has been checked by the cold season; this, 
howéver, has been rather fortunate. for the 
growers who rely en the export trade, be- 
cause it stopped the slump, and has enabled 
those who had large stocks of Skerries to get 
rid of them at rather better prices than pre- 
vailed a month or six weeks ago, the current 
quotation being £3 per ton. Whether it has 
been any relief to those who, unfortunately, 
had large gy eager of white potatoes, is 
problematical; the nominal price of £1 per 
ton would barely cover the cost of delivery, 
so that growers who were not able to use 
them for feeding have sustained a complete 
loss of their surplus. 

Flax has again declined to a very minor 
position in importance, the heavy labour costs 
deterring any but small farmers, as a rule, 
from growing it. The seed was got in under 
favourable circumstances and the braird was 
excellent, while the rather slow growth is 
regarded as likely to yield a better fibre than 
a soft, quickly-grown crop. 


County Kilkenny. 


In County Kilkenny the,ycrops generally 
are backward as compared with last year. 
A noticeable improvement has taken place 
since the rain of the 15th inst., but unless the 
weather becomes warmer and a lot of rain 
falls in the near future, the prospects of a 
good harvest are poor. Potatoes grown from 
sprouted seed are looking very well, but those 
grown ay goes to old methods are very 
uneven and backward in growth. Grass very 
scarce. Wheat, on the whole, healthy and 
promising. Barley. somewhat similar, but not 
quite so forward, Early oats very fair, but 
late crop backward. Hay suffered very much 
in consequence of unfavourable weather, and 
will yield well under average, owing to want 
of moisture. The turnip crop has practically 
made no growth since sowing time, and 


mangolds promise badly, 


County Limerick. 


The season in County Limerick is decidedly 
late, as a result of the harsh, dry weather 
of the past four weeks or go. e rains 
which have recently fallen have been welcomed. 
Grass is still very backward, so much so that 
in many cases people are putting their cattle 
into the meadows, and meadows are very 
light. The reports as to potatoes are satis- 
factory, the plants making good á sú and 
looking fresh and healthy. | golds and 
turnips are poor, and in many places turnips 
have had to be re-sown. More rain, as we 
4 genial. sunshine, which is wanting. up to 
the present, is required to make amends 
for the unfavourable conditions hitherto exist- 
ing for agricultural operations. 


County Derry. 


In the Coleraine district of County London 
derry the crop that has suffered: least from 
the prolonged drv, cold weather is oats. -\!- 
though in a backward state, the majority ol 
fields look healthy. Some have suffered | adly 
from the depredations of wireworm, but on 
the whole the crop should prove a lair cne 
Potatoes are very backward. In  compara- 
tively few fields has hoeing been done so far, 
and it is not expected that the vield vill be 
nearly so good as last year. Hay will prssibly 
be the lightest crop on record. (Growth gene- 
rally has been retarded by cold and drought, 
and, even if climatic conditions should qu:ckly 
improve, crop will not be an average one. 
Grazing fields were never so poor in June 
as now. Cold weather has checked the fiax 
braird, and the prospects of even an average 
crop are poor. Here again there is general 
evidence of impaired growth, As a rule, 
farmers are not viewing the coming harvest 
optimistically. 


County Galwau. 


‘Prospects in Galway and the West point 
to a poor and late harvest. The dry spring, 
with cold north-easterly winds and dewless 
nights retarded the growth of turnips, potatoes, 
and. other root crops; whilst pastures and 
grain were never known to be so backward. 
It was noteworthy that the trees had little 
foliage until late Mav and even early June. 
Thev were never so late-in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitants. 

tecent rains s‘imulated growth somewhat. 
but the intermittent days and blustery weather 
tended to retard grain crops and to level 
potato. stalks. Supplies of turnips and farm 
ieeding stuffs are expected to be very scarce. 
Fruit is stunted in growth and late. The 
blossom was destroyed by the harsh winds and 
late frosts, this applying particularly to plums 
and pears. 


County Waterford. 


Conversations with leading County Water- 
ford farmers foreshadow anything but a cheer- 
ful prospect for the coming harvest.. Practi- 
cally all crops have suffered from harshness 
and drought to an alarming degree. Meadows 
may be regarded as negligible. First crop 
hay, which should be harvested a fortnight 
ago, remains uncut. Unless there is imme- 
diate rain, upland or late meadows -wil! be in 
a worse condition. The turnip crop is practi 
cally a failure, so much so that farmers up to 
yesterday were compelled to re-sow turnips. 
The same applies to mangolds. The prospects 
of a good potato crop are remote. The main 
cereal crop here is spring oats. An agricul- 
tural expert says that the crop is already 
hopeless, and, even should there be immediate 
and copious rain, there might be plenty of 
straw, but no grain, and when ripe the oats 
will scarcely repay the cost of cutting. Barley 
and wheat are not extensively grown in this 
part of the county. The milk and butter in- 
dustry is seriously handicapped by the grass 
shortage. The strike has materially affected 
harvest prospects, as well as the adverse 
weather conditions. 


| County Sligo. 


Prospects of a good harvest in the Sligo 
district are very slight. The principal 
reason for this unsatisfactory state of affairs 
is the unfavourable weather conditions. 
Heavy showers fall almost every day, and 
there is practically no sunshine, with the re- 
sul: that the various seed crops (potatoes, 
turnips, mangolds, carrots, etc.) are in, a 
most unhealthy state, and are growing very 
slowly. The meadow crops are also doing 
badly, with the exception of rye grass, which 
shows a vast improvement. 

The other grains are very light, and even 
ordinary pasture grass 1s not up to the usual 
standard, the fields presenting a very bare 
appearance. 

The farmers, generally, view the condi- 
ticns with great alarm, and, unless things 
take a more satisfactory turn in the near 
future, many will be badly hit. A bad 
harvest this year will mean ruin to some of 
the smaller farmers, many of whom are 
already in a bad way.

At the last monthly meeting of the Council 
of the National Farmers’ Union, held im 
London, numerous resolutions were received 
confirming the Union's policy in opposing the 
Draft Order admitting Canadian breeding 
cattle. It was reported that owing to the 
number of fat cattle which were imported and 
sold as ‘‘store’’ shortly after arrival, the 
President had represented to the Minister of 
Agriculture the necessity for effective exercise 
of the powers of the Ministry's veterinary 
officers at the ports: in discriminating between 
“fat” and “ store” cattle. 


Exportation of Horses 


In view of suggested legislation dealing 
with the export of horses, the Council adopted 
the following resolution :—' That this Council 
of the National Farmers’ Union, having re- 
ceived a report from the Cereals, Livestock, 
and Wool Committee on the proposals of the 
R.S.P.C.A. in favour of further legislation for 
the restriction of the export trade in horses, 
record its strong opinion that the present 
regulations, as now administered, are 
sufficiently strict, and that there is no- neces- 
sity for further legislation.’’ 


Disinfection of Railway Trucks. 


‘he Council approved the following resolu- 
tion :—‘‘ That, owing to so many cases of 
anthrax occurring amongst animals fed on 
feeding stuffs imported into this country, re- 
presentations be made to the Minister of Agri- 
culture that no livestock or feeding stuffs of 
any kind should be allowed to be consigned 
in any ship or truck which has previously 
been used for conveying bones or skins of 
animals until the ship or truck has been pro- 
perly cleaned and disinfected, as such bones 
or skins may have come in contact with 
anthrax, and may be the medium of infecting 
any livestock or feeding stuff so consigned.”’ '

A feature of the Dublin Cattle Market 
vesterdav was the healthy demand experienced 
for export beef. For some time past buyers 
from Great Britain have been operating with 
considerable caution. This attitude was 
jargely due to the fact that Dublin prices 
were invariably too high to leave cross- 
Channel buvers a fair margin of profit. 
Yesterday a change set in. Sellers did not 
stand out for the last farthing; consequently a 
better demand was experienced for good- 
conditioned medium-weight cattle.

COMPETING AGAINST CANADA : 


REMARKABLE RESULTS. 


As a means of meeting the competition cf 
Canadian store cattle, the experiments on the 
production or °" Baby seef ” which have heen 
corducted nnder the auspices of thé Northern 
Miristrv of Agriculture are worthy of serious 
consideration hy farmers generally. The ex 
periments were carried out at Mr. D. W. 
Dunbar Buller’s place at Millisle and at the 
farm of Mr. Patten, Kilbright, Millisle. Mr. 
Dunbar Buller’s cattle were under the super- 
vision of his land steward, Mr. R. A. Wright. 

At each centre four calves born in June, 
1922. were selected. and were fed sim Birly 
until November; when all the calves were 
i winter feeding. They were 
then divided into two lots of two each. The 
first lot: of two calves were fed jor baby beef 
and the second lot for stores at each centre. 
Each lot received as much turnips and straw 
as thev could consume, Lot 1 (baby beef) 
receiving, In addition, from 2lb. to 5lb. per 
head per day of a mixture of linseed cake 
and crushed oats. Both lots of cattle were 
sent up to Messrs. Robson’s cattle market 
on Tuesday, 12th June, when they were all 
one year old, and sold by public auction,

It has frequently been contended that it 
would not pay the breeder to feed calves for 
beef, The experiment proves that this is not 
correct while the cost of concentrated rations 
is so small and the gains so large—that it 
ought to be well within the capacity of even 
the smallest farmers. Irish breeders should, 
therefore, ask themselves if it is not a mis- 
take to sell cattle as stores in the ordinary 
way when, with a little extra expenditure, 
they might secure much better financial re- 
sults.

REGULATION OF PAYMENTS: TERMS’ 


OF NEW ACT. 


The Northern Parliament has passed 
through all its stages the bill to regulate the 
disposal of by-products of flax, scutching at 
scutch mills in Ulster, and generally to regu- 
late the conduct of business in connection with 
flax scutching. The new Act removes a 
number of grievances under which farmers 
have laboured in their relations with scutch 
mill owners, but whether it will lead to com- 
plete harmony or further causes of disagree- 
ment is a matter which only experience can 
determine. Clause 1. of the new Act states 
that it shall not be lawful for any person, 
being the owner, or having control, of ascutch 
mill, to demand or accept, or offer to accept 
as payment or part payment, of charges for 
scutching flax, any of the by-products of the 
process of flax scutching, or to purchase any 
of the by-products before the flax is scutched. 
Scutch mill owners are to havg guitable 
weighing appliances installed for weighing the 
products or by-products of flax scutching, 
and to keep records of the scutching opera- 
tions in a form prescribed in the schedule of 
the Act. These records are to be available 
for inspection by a person authorised by the 
Ministry of Agriculture. Scutch mill owners 
are also to furnish at the time of, or prior to 
the delivery of every lot of scutched flax, a 
statement showing the weight of flax scutched 


Í and the results in the form of (a) fine tow (b) 


rough tow, (c) re-seutched tow, and also pluck- 
ings, if any. They are also to inform custo- 
mers whether or not he insures the flax and 
tow against fire while in the mill. By-pro- 
ducts of flax-scutching are not to be disposed 
of other than by weight. Any person who 
fails to comply with the provisions of the 
Act will be liable on conviction to a fine of 
£10 for each offence. The Act comes into 
p operation on the Ist August next. It is hoped 
that as a result of the operation of the Act 
scutch mill owners will not have to meet the 
complaint, frequently made in the past, that 
the flax was scutched in such a way cs to

THE WEST KENTS. 


This simple story, well told, will have a 
ns interest for those who remember 
the West Kents when they were stationed 
in Dublin in August, 1914; The First 
Battalion embarked at the Alexandra 
Basin in the “ Gloucestershire’’ of the 
Bibby Line, on Thursday, August 13th, 
sailing for Havre on the following day. 
On the 17th it entrained for the front, 
passing through Rouen and Amiens, and 
detraining at Landrecies. The men were 
billeted two miles from the station near 
the Sambre. Their first engagement, 
popularly supposed to be the first time 
when British infantry came under fire in 
the late war, was at Tertre, near the 
Mons-Condé Canal. Captain Lister was 
ordered to make a reconnaissance across 
the canal. He took out “A” Company 
at 5.30 a.m. on the 23rd August, crossed 
the bridge, using such cover as was avail- 
able from the terrain garden walls and 
hedges. By 8.15 a.m. he had crossed the 
canal and was in position when, within 
five minutes, four cyclists, with an officer, 
arrived at full speed down the road from 
Tertre. The newcomers took cover at 
once, stating that the remainder of their 
detachment had been blown to pieces by 
artillery. The Germans were seen at this 
moment debouching from Tertre to the 
number of four or five hundred men, and 
were at once engaged. Captain Lister, 
Lieutenant Henderson and about one 
hundred other ranks were casualties before 
the evening. While they were retreating 
from the railway bridge by the canal a 
dummy trench was constructed, and this 
drew the German’s artillery play with re- 
markable precision. Strangely enough, 
this action was fought with . support 
from the Duke of Wellington’s Regiment 
and the King’s Own Scottish Borderers— 
both regiments which had lain in Dublin. 

Walter Bloem, a German writer, and 
manager of the Hoftheatre, Stuttgart, has 
given a narrative of this sg from 
the German standpoint. He was serving 
with the First Battalion of the 12th 
Brandenburg Grenadier Regiment, the 
opponents of the West Kents on chis 
occasion. “ Hussar* patrols trot by and 
report that for eight kilometres to the 
front al] is clear of the enemy. held 
kitchens are brought up and we halt 
for « comfortable midday rest. The 
meal was not finished before blood- 
stained hussars gallop in and report 
the enemy near at hand in the next 
village. . . . The Brandenburgers de- 
ploy and advance by rushes, fired at by 
an always invisible foe and losing men 
every time they rise. The British. fire 
gradually seems to die down; the com- 
pany gets to within 150 yards and the 
order passes, ‘Now for a general rush of 
thirty yards; then fix bayonets and storm 
the houses. . . .’ The enemy seems to 
have waited for the moment of a general 
assault. He had artfully enticed us to 
close range in order to deal with us more 
surely and thoroughly. A leaden fire was 

umped on our heads, breasts, and knees. 

herever I looked, to the right and left, 
nothing but dead and blood-streaming, 
sobbing, writhing wounded.”’ 

There are many interesting features in 
this admirable narrative. The first man 
mentioned for valour is Private Donovan, 
of “CO” Company. Even in war-time 
soldiers must be paid, but it was not till 
September llth that the men got their 
first pay after leaving Ireland. A few 
days earlier they had met that fine Irish 
soldier, General Hickie, at Fresnoy, and 
the men were heartened to see him march 
in the ranks for a few miles, yarning 
to them along the road. At Neuve 
Chapelle the Battalion lost heavily 
in officers; Major Buckle was one of the 
last to fall. Sergeant-Major Stroud took 
over command of “C’’ Company at this 
stage, rallying the scatte units; now 
terribly handicapped by the loss of an 
officer whose leading had always been an 
inspiration to all ranks. Two officers 
alone s to bring the Battalion out 
of this engagement. 

There are some touching little incidents 
throughout this book—for instance, the 

oup of officers photographed on the day 

ore Hill 60, only one of whom got 
through. By a strange co-incidence, when 
General Walker telegraphed his congratu- 
lations to the West Kents, he was praising 
the regiment which his grandfather had 
commanded a century earlier at Vimiera. 
An interesting chapter is devoted to the 
rather easy four months which the 
Battalion spent in Italy, on the Piave, in 
1918, where the good people of the Vene- 
tian plain made no effort t> disguise their 
feelings towards reinforcements that in- 
tended seriously to engage the Austrians 
and prolong the war. | 

On November 8th the West Kents found 
themselves back at the Sambre, and on 
the day of the Armistice they were 
stationed at Le Paye, some fifteen miles 
from the position which they had held 
four years earlier at Mons.

SONGS OF A DISTRICT, 

While these songs, collected to complete 
the author’s study of a particular district, 
uaintly annotate the times that ne 
them, they cannot be said to fully 
typical without the melodies that kept 
them alive. The illustratgon of two of 
these very songs at our concerts recently— 
“The Golden Vanitee,’’ by Mr. Woods, 
and “To Milk in the Valley Below,’’ which 
Miss Mary Maguire sings as “ The Sweet 
Nightingale’’—made it very clear. The 
words of true old folk-song are often 
simple almost to doggerel, but the melody 
supplies what is wanting, turning repeti- 
tion to rhythm and emphasising the idea. 
The essay whici introduces the songs, 
however, does much to supplement the 
omission of the music—if we may call that 
omission which was so obviously imprac- 
ticable. Mr. Williams gathered about six 
hundred songs, mainly eis local singers, 
and his experiences and deductions are in- 
teresting and to the point. It seems 
strange to find so few songs in dialect 
unti] turning back to the introduction— 
which, of course, should have been our 
first concern—we read: “The villagers 
will not sing i (dialect.). . .. . 
The villagers speak dialect, but do not 
care to read it. They are shocked and 
offended when they see their own 
language written. The townspeople do not 

k dialect, but like to read it. Clearly 
+ our dialect, as we know it, was 
written by outsiders.’’ 

The songs are upon every conceivable 
subject—the king, the nobleman, the 
knight, the admiral, the general, the 

uire, the soldier and sailor, the farmer, 
the miller, the mower, the reaper, 
waggoner, dairyman, shepherd, plough- 
man and cobbler, the barber, sweep and 
ragman all appear.

_ _ MASTERS AND MEN, 

This book is a collection of literary, 
historical and other essays by Mr. 
Guedalla, which have appeared from time 
to time in different publications. The 
author is a historian of distinction, and 
we expected to find that the essays deal- 
mg with historical subjects would prove 
the most interesting. We were not disap- 
pointed except in one point—that they 
were far too short. Mr. Guedalla seemed 
scarcely to have started an excellent study 
of M. de Mirabeau before, with painful 
abruptness, the end was reached. He 
pokes gentle fun for nearly twenty pages 
at the modern autobiographical novelist 
in an amusing, but not very deep, essay 
called “The Egoists’’; yet he spares only 
half a dozen pages each to Mirabeau and 
Pitt, on whom one would willingly have 
him write a hundred. 

Everyone of these essays is well written ; 
indeed, at times, one feels that Mr. 
Guedalla is writing too well—that he is 
making too much of an effort to be 
stylish, He puts delightful trimmings 
around his subjects, and now and then 
brings out the happiest phrases. Of Eng- 
land under the guidance of Lord North 
he says: “Lord North, whose policy had 
caused his country’s frontiers to recede 
almost as far as his own chin.” The men 
who can write really good essays, which 
do not lose their literary and their in- 
trinsic value through being really read- 
able, are very few. Mr. Guedalla’s essays 
are of a high standard and we read them 
with genuine pleasure.

MODERN GARDENING. 

This book will receive a warm welcome 
from all owners of property, small or 
otherwise. It is written with an in- 
fectious enthusiasm. To the ordinary 
gardener the name does not qvite convey 
an accurate description of the book; for 
Mr. Eley interprets gardening in a much 
larger sense than is usual. His book is 
really a plea for the more general cultiva- 
tion of beautiful trees and shrubs. 

There are chapters on the choosing of a 
suitable site for a garden, and its planning 
—which is a far more difficult matter than 
most people think. For people with space 
to spare the “ae: on conifers will be 
a special delight and education. They 
will save many a deplorable mistake in 
planting, such as was frequently made 
during the last century by ignorant enthu- 
siasts who were bitten with the craze for 
planting trees often unsuitable to this 
climate and temperature. The planting 
of trees, and even shrubs, is a serious 
matter, and, without knowledge, the result 
of ten years’ patience in waiting for a 
tree to grow may be a bitter disappoint- 
ment. If only planters will put in the 
right tree in the right place, Mr. Eley 
claims that as much immediate pleasure 
may be got out of tree-planting as from 
any other form of gardening; and he 
vigorously repudiates the old idea that a 
man only plants trees for his son’s 
benefit. He says rightly that joy in tle 
young growth of a tree may be had at all 
seasons and not only when it has reached 
maturity; for, happily, in these days 
trees are not planted only for their com- 
mercial value as timber, but for the 
beanty and dignity which they lend to the 
landscape. No owner of a country place 
who is also a lover of trees should be 
without this book.

ANCIENT EGYPT, 

Only six months have passed since the 
discovery of the tomb of Tutankhamen by 
the late Lord Carnarvon and Mr. Howard 
Carter sent a thrill of wonder through the 
civilised world. Interest in the discovery 
has not abated and, in addition to study- 
ing the excellent articles in the daily 
Press, people have eagerly supplemented 
such information by a perusal of all books 
on the subject. Now Sir Wallis Budge, 
Keeper of Egyptian and-Assyrian Antiqui- 
ties in the British Museum, has published 
& book which throws further light on the 
historical and religious aspects of this 
period. His work is a masterpiece of de- 
tailed study and analysis. All the known 
facts about the reign of Tutankhamen 
are described accurately, and there are 
ne chapters on the cults of Amen, 
Aten, and Egyptian Monotheism, which, 
in the author s view, have been completely 
misrepresented. Sir Wallis Budge dis- 
cussed the plan of this book with Lord 
Carnarvon last December, and was acting 
on his suggestion when he included some 
translations of the hymns to Amen and 
Aten, with copies of the original hiero- 
glyphic texts.

DUBLIN. : 


OBSTREPEROUS NEWSBOYS.—In the 
Dublin Police Court yesterday a number of 
newsboys were summoned for obstructing 
people on the footpaths: Mr. Lupton, in im- 
posing fines of 2s.

It has remained for. a 
London newspaper to bring home to its 
readers in a most dramatic and interest- 
ing way the needed lesson that to men 
seeking enlightenment the past holds at 
least as much as the present. Instead of 
goading its Special Correspondent in 
Sicily to spare neither efforts nor adjec- 
tives in describing the scenes that are 
being enacted about the feet of Mount 
Etna this newspaper simply reproduced 
the letter written by the Younger 
Pliny to the historian, Tacitus, de- 
scribing his personal experiences of the 
eruption of Mount Vesuvius which de- 
stroyed Pompeii. As the paper points 
out, this letter might have been written 


from Sicily within the last few days. We 


ought not to regard that fact as a thing 
of wonder. The Roman gentleman of 
A.D. 79 was very much like ourselves.

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EXTENSION OF TELEPHONE 
SERVICE. 
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The chief business in the Dail yesterday w:.; the discussion of the 
Post Office Estimates, A sum of £%,831,864 is needed. Mr. Walsh 
stated that the loss on the year’s working would not exceed £750,000, a 
reduction of £650,000 on last year’s deficit. 

He predicted that, in five years’ time, provided that his policy was 
not interfered with, the Post Office would be a paying concern, and sug- 
gested that it might be possible to consider the question of reducing 
charges next year, 

Among the improvements which the Postmaster-General contem- 
lates are :—The installation of automatic telephone exchanges in Dublin, 
Cork, Limerick, and other centres; the extension of the telephone system 
in rural areas; and the use of motor cars for the carriage of mails in 
country districts. These motor cars, he said, would carry passengers. 

He defended the charging of a fee for delivery of telegrams at places 
situated more than a mile from a posi office, on the ground that this work 
cost the State £40,000 last year, and the State should not subsidise indi- 
viduals. The Sunday outgoing mail service, he said, might be restored, but 
po special trains would be run on Sundays. 


QUESTIONS. 
[RISH BOTTLE INDUSTRY. 


The Speaker took the chair at 3.8 p.m. 

Alderman Alfred Byrne (South Dublin) 
asked the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
if he was aware that 14,000 dozen bottles were 
imported into Dublin during the week ending 
the 16th June, 1923; if he was aware that 
almost all the Irish bottle-makers at Ringsend 
were suffering hardships as a result of this 
wholesale dumping of foreign goods; and if he 
would say whether the Government proposed 
to deal with the matter. 

The Assistant Minister for Industry and 
Commerce (Mr. Whelehan) said that he was 
aware that large quantities of bottles had 
been imported into Dublin from abroad, and 
he had deen in consultation with the Irish 
dass bottle-makers as to the position of the 
irish industry. The question was obviously 
one of the kind that the Fiscal Committee 
had been set up to deal with.

The Minister for Agriculture said that under 
the terms of Clause 52 of the Land Bill Urban 
District Councils might act as trustees for the 
purchase of parcels of land to be used for 
tillage purposes. By means of this power the 
demands for allotments might be met in the 
case of smal! towns. The provision of land 
for allotments in Dublin, Cork. and other 
large urban centres presented a different pro- 
blem, and was not one which was suitable for 
being dealt with in the Land Bil], as there 
would, as a rule, at these centres be no ques- 
tion of acquisifion of the fee-simple of the 
lands which might be required. The needs of 
these centres were a matter for the Minister 
of Local Government, who had the matter 
under consideration, 


BILLS PASSED. 


The House took up the Report stage of the 4 
Land Law (Commission) Bill. This was agreed res 
to, and the bill passed through all its stages 
without discussion.

The Senate passed 
the bill, and recommended the following 
amendment :—‘‘Provided that no person

THE POST OFFICE. 


AN ESTIMATE OF £2,831,864. 


Mr. Cosgrave moved the adoption of the 
estimate of £2,831,864, the amount required 
to defray the expenses of the Post Office, in- 
cluding telegraphs and telephones, for the 
year ending ólst March, 1924. 

Mr. O'Connell asked if they could not have 
a statement from the Minister responsible 
(Mr. Walsh) by way of a report on the work 
of his department for the year. 

Mr. Walsh said that such a proceeding had 
not been adopted generally. 

Mr. Johnson moved, and Mr. [avin 
seconded, that the discussion of these esti- 
mates be adjourned, so as'to give the Post- 
master-General an opportunity of making a 
full statement of his case. 

After a brief discussion, the inotion for the 
adjournment of the discussion was by leave 
withdrawn. ' 

The Postmaster-General said that it would 
appear to the ordinary observer that, the Post 
Office was a paying concern when it was 
handed over to the Irish Free State. It would 
also appear that this was the only country 
that was running a post office at a loss. As 
a matter of fact,,the Irish Post Office had 
been run at a lost since 1897. At that time 
very far-reaching concessions were granted to 
the public at the expense of the English purse. 
These concessions extended to Ireland. Since 
that ‘particular year the Irish Post Office 
had been a losing concern, and the loss for 
the years preceding the European War was, 
on an average, a quarter of a million a ycar. 
In one year it went up to £300,000. 

During that period the industrial district 
of the North-East was included, and an in- 
dustrial district such as that provided a very 
substantial backing to the revenue of the 
Irish Post Office. That loss increased during 
the course of the war, and in 1920 it reached 
£1,000,000. In the first year of the Free 
State Government's administration the loss 
was £1,412,000, but the House must remember 
that the Post Office was dealing with machinery 
that was handed over to them, and for which 
they had had no responsibility. 

He might, perhaps, be allowed to say that 
that sum included £190,000, cash necessary 
for the replacement of postmastérs’ balances. 


*RETRENCH MENT. 


far back as *November or December 
last, when framing the estimates, they had 
calculated on a loss of £1,265,607, but in the 
meantime the Retrenchment Committee had 
got to work, and very substantial modifications 
had taken place in their financial outlook. 
In the meantime also the political position 
improved, with a corresponding improvement 
in. the economic position. . The Retrenchment 
Committee had not. only tackled wastage in 
the service, but also what was generally 
called Juxury services. In addition, it tightened 
up certain contracts for carrying purposes 
made by their predecessors. It also took 
those steps which were very pressing for the 
general improvement of the discipline of the 
service, and a corresponding improvement in 
output, ! 

As the resulb of these steps, he was now 
lu a posi‘ on to tell them that the loss. in 
the service for the year under review would 
not exceed £750,000—a reduction on the loss 
ef last year’s working of something like 
£650,000. . Had they not been called upon to 
provide an item in respect of gratuities and 
pensions under Article 10 of the Treaty, there 
would have been a further reduction of about 
£150,000. 

Owing to possible modifications of re- 
trenchment, he could give only approximate 
figures, but under this head they expected a 
reduction of the total loss of about £250,000. 
This figure would include the receipt of about 
£40,000 for the delivery of telegrams beyond 
a certain radius. Over £100,000 would be 
saved by the modification of contracts, and 
about £200,000 would be added under the 
category of improved receipts. A further 
sum would be added by extracting their 
pound of flesh for doing duty for other ser- 
vices, a recommendation that had been sub- 
mitted by the Post Office Commission, and 
one which should always have operated. 

It might be well to point out that this 
was not; the only small country that was 
losing on its postal service. In the year 
1920-21 there was a loss of £268,000 in the 
case of Sweden, and £1,300,000 in the case of 
Switzerland. Norway, Holland, and Denmark 
were also losing. 


PAY IN FIVE YEARS, 

The *Government’s present policy, even 
with the reduction in the estimates, was 
based on the principle of improved facilities 
for commercial development. On the assump- 
tion that that policy was pursued, and that 
there was no undue interference in the ser- 
vice from. any quarter, he could. safely: pro- 
mise that within a pue of five vears the 
Irish Post Office would pay its way. Not only 
would it pay its way in that time, but, he 
thought, it would be well that they should 
try to make up their minds to get some re- 
duction of postage rates next year. 

On the assumption that the losses could 
be cut, and that economies could be con- 
tinued, within a reasonable time the Poss 
Office was likely to pay its way, and it would 
then be not unreasonable to see that some 
consideration should be given to the. modifi- 
cation of the charges. The amount involved, 
if they were to reduce their charges to those 
prevailing in England, would be something 
in the neighbourhood of £300,000. He did 
not say that they could keep up to the Eng- 
lish pace, but he thought that they should, 
in fairness to commercial people, give modifi- 
cations of certain charges. 

When they had a loss of one and a half 
millions there was no possibility of embark- 
ing on new or unnecessary services. 

Dealing with the telephone service, he said 
that when they took over the system they 
had 19,000 users, as against the American 
average of 150,000, so they saw that there 
was room for development without going too 
far. In that connection practically every 
town in the country had asked them to instal 
an exchange. They were anxious to sacrifice 
something to the extension of the telephone. 
The Minister for Finance was prepared to 
consider favourably the rapid extension of 
the telephone tine “ag the country, and 
in view of that people could look forward to 
a position that they had not been able to 
look forward to for many years. That was 
one solid concession that people were to get 
as the result of these economies.

INSURANCE BILL. 
SENATE’S AMENDMENT 
REJECTED, 


Ihe National Health Insurance Bill was re- 
turned from the Senate with a recommenda- 
tion that a new section in the following terms 
be inserted :— . 

“That where an Approved Society have 
evaded their liabilities to an employed con- 
tributor who is entitled to sickness benefit it 
shall be competent for the employed con- 
tributor to apply to the District Justice for 
an order compelling the Society to pay the 
benefit, and it shall be competent for the Dis- 
trict Justice to inflict a penalty in addition t« 
whatever sum he finds to be due, not exceed- 
ing amount of the award.”’ 

Mr. Cosgrave said that he was prepared to 
leave it to the House either to accept or reject 
the amendment. He recommended its accep- 
tance, inasmuch as if it were not accepted 
the bill would have to go back to the Senate, 
which would not meet for a fortnight, and 
there was little opportungy afforded the per- 
sons affected to transfer to Approved So- 
cieties in the Saorstat. If it were found that 
the amendment interfered materially with 
any person 4 one clause bill could be passed 
to remedy the damage that might result. 

It might be open to the District Justices 
not to inflict any penalty at all, and it might, 
)possibly, interfere with the functioning of the 
National Health Insurance Commissioners who 
had given satisfaction in the discharge of 
their duties. It was. in .order that the bill 
should pass without delay that he recom- 
mended the acceptance of the amendment. 

Mr. Blythe seconded the motion for: the 
adoption of the amendment. 

Mr, Johnson opposed the amendment. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., said that they ought 
to watch the wording of their legislation. The 
great objection to the amendment was that 
it would give jurisdiction to District Justices 
which they did not possess. These Justices 
might inflict a penalty for breach of the law, 
but it was a different thing to say that Dis- 
trict Justices could give some particular form 
of order. 

Mr. Johnson moved that the House disagree 
with the amendment sent down by the Senate. 
He said the proposal would spoil the bill, 
and wonld lead, if adopted, to costly litigation 
to employed contributors. 

Mr. Davin seconded Mr. Johnson’s motion, 
and passed some criticism upon the proceed- 
ings of the Senate. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that in what the Senate 
had done it had acted independently, as he 

ped it would always act. He should -be 
sorry to think that any institution like it 
should be at the beck and call of the Execa- 
tive Council. 

Mr. Davin said that what he wished to 
point out was that the Senate should be at 
the convenience of the State. :

In yesterday's singles H. Cochet was 
matched with Dr. E. D. McCrea, and J. Boro- 
tra with the Hon. Cecil Campbell. France 
won the ‘former and Ireland the latter, both 
by three straight sets, so that we face to- 
days’ Doubles ak cad match all. This, in 
brief, is the summary of three hours of the 
— tennis played here for many a long 

ay. 
The Cochet-McCrea match was the first in 
court, and proved once again the value of the 
will to win. Two sets down, McCrea went all 
out for the third. He lost the first game. 
but on his own service won the second, and 
took the third to lead for the first time in 
the match. Then followed a dour struggle. 
The score crept up slowly game about until 
it stood 11 all, McCrea’s service, and won by 
Cochet. Serving in the next the Frenchman 
took the lead, and ‘ llowed up the effort in 
the twenty-fourth game for set and match. 
Interesting as the set was in itself, it was 
doubly so in. view of the state of the score 
when it started. Not only was [Ire- 
land two sete down, but two sets 
down on easy margins, 6-1, 6-3, and it 
looked as if France had established herself. 
But MoCrea always pulls out his best game 
when hard pressed, and the harder the pres- 
More than once 
during this hard-fought. struggle he was 
within a point of victory, and a win might. 
well have turned the run of the match. 

Yet it must be said that Cochet fully 
deserved his win. Making the most of his 
pace he went for tHe match from the ‘start, 
and established a big lead. His placing was 
accurate—at times uncannily so—and his over- 
head work was better than. his opponent's. 
It took some time for McCrea to appreciate 
this, and several times he gave away points 
with weak lobs. Also Cochet possesses a clever 
cross-court shot which brought him many aces 
against an opponent held on the defensive 
practically all the time. In one respect the 
loser’s game was weaker than when he played 
earlier in the month against Dr. Fyzee. His 
forehand drive, accurate as it was, lacked 
sting, and Cochet’s pace enabled him to get

The second match, Campbell-Borotra, was 
also keenly fought. but here the loser proved 
quite unable to hold Campbell except in the 
second set. During the interval since the 
India match Campbell has had a lot of prac- 
tice, and it must have been practice 
of the best, because his game vesterday 
showed a good deal of the speed and all the 
placing that it had a few years back. 

He, like Cochet, went for his man at once, 
and a fast first set put him in a winning 
position on a 61 score. He led 5-0. but on 
his own service Borotra took the sixth. The 
effort was short-lived. 

The second was much more even. Borotra 
took the lead repeatedly, but failed to make 
good, and Campbell ran out at 7-5. The 
third was the easiest of the lot. Campbell 
started by taking his opponent's service, and 
never looked back. Taking the set 6-0 he 
squared the tie on one match all. 

The pair were rather a contrast in the 
tactics they adopted. For the most part 
Campbell was content to play a base-line 
game, relving on his powerful driving and 
well-placed passing shots down the side-lines. 
Borotra, on the contrary, took every oppor- 
tunity to get to the net. where occasionally 
he brought off a wonderful shot, but on the 
whole, his work close in was lacking in 
accuracy.

ROME, Thursday. 

The violence of Etna’s eruption is at last 
decreasing, and news from, Sicily gives the 
impression that the worst is over. Lingua- 
glossa has been saved by a small hill known as 
the “ Holy Hill,’’ which barred the flow of 


lava. 
Though other inhabited centres are not at 
the present moment threatened, the lava con- 
tinues to destroy vineyards and woods, but, 
as if by a miracle, no life has been lost. 
PALERMO, Thursday. 
A flow of lava five miles long is slowly 
approaching. Passopisciaro, and a stream is 
also flowing over the north-west side of 
Montenero. Giarre is considered safe. An- 
other crater near Monte Dolce hag opened, 
and lava is flowing towards Solicchiata. 
Everywhere the people are sheltering them- 
selves in the open air beneath big umbrellas 
and tents from the unceasing rain of ashes. 
Men, women and children are to be seen 
everywhere carrying trunks., bundles, mat- 
tresses and as many household goods as they 
can manage. They are fleeing with their 
goods on the characteristic Sicilian carts and 
on motor lorries. This vast exodus from the 
stricken area is most impressive. 
In Linguaglossa the church bells continue 
to peal, and those of the population who have 
not left continue to surround the statue of St. 
Egidius in the main square, where, led by 
the Bishop and clergy, they kneel in fervent 
prayer. 
Hundreds of photographers and cinemato- 
graphers are taking pictures of the scenes. 
Money has been sent to help the victims 
from every part of the Italian kingdom. 
The population of Linguaglossa, headed by 
the Bishop and the Mayor, welcomed King 
Victor to the scene of the disaster to-day, and 
at ruined Cerro the King had a view of the 
devastation. Later women and children 
crowded round him and cheered, a welcome 
which visibly moved him. . 
The King then went to a spot where he had 
a full view of the lava flow near the cross- 
road between threatened Castiglione and 
Randazza. Here he was again deliriously 
cheered by the peasants. One of the latter 
gave him as a souvenir a piece. of cooled 
lava, on the surface of which a coin had been 
pressed when it was in a molten state. The 
Kine has contributed £500 towards the relief 
of distress.

The speed of the lava flow has, undoubtedly, 
diminished in the region of the eruption. 
The minor earthquake shocks are both less 
frequent and less violent, and experts hope 
that the eruption has now entered on a de- 
creasing phase. 

The lava has now reached ground where 
the slope being less steep its progress is be- 
coming more sluggish. The atmosphere, how- 
ever, is still most depressing. Everything is 
veiled in heavy darkness, and a thick, sooty 
dust is permeating everywhere. Special per- 
mits have to be obtained from the authorities 
for motor cars to enter the devastated district, 
and, therefore, the desolation in the aban- 
doned villages is the more complete. 

The ruin and horror wrought by this 
mighty convulsion of nature are apparent to 
every sense. The rumblings of occasional ex- 
plosions are still issuing from the craters of 
Etna. The atmosphere is full of evil smelling 
and .acrid smoke, while the stinging and the 
irritation of the cinders and dust in a 
vapourous solution make one’s eyes stream 
Visiting several of the evacuated villages, | 
felt as though I were passing through places 
of the dead. The darkness, silence, and emp- 
tiness of the little communities made a most 
painful impression. | 

Evervthing portable has been removed. even 
fo the locks and handles of the doors. It 
looked as if the houses had been abandoned 
long ago, and were now reduced to ruins. Only 
here and there were dark shadowy figures 
sheltering under umbrellas that gave them the 
appearance of gigantic mushrooms flitting 
about. Most of them are householders, who 
are unable to keep away from the site of their 
heloved homes, or have returned in the hope 
of salving more of their possessions. 

PRIEST’S FAITHFULNESS. 

In the hamlet of Catena, which was. but 
lately evacuated, I found a young priest in 
the church, wearing on his breast many war 
medals. When I asked him why he did not 
escape from the imminent danger, he replied 
—** God protected me during the whole of 
the war; why should He not save me again?’’ 
He knew his parishioners, he said, and a was 
certain that they would very shortly return, 
drawn by their passionate love for their lands 
and homes. 

This brave priest guided me through the 
village to the lava stream’ advancing outside, 
and showed me a small depression in the 
ground now covered by lava, which was once 
tho village cemetery. In sad tones he said-— 
“ Our dead are now twice buried. When my 
people come back they will not be able to 
distinguish where their dear ones lie. This 
place will be nothing but hardened lava rock.” 

It will be for ever impossible to persuade 
the people of Linguaglossa that they do not 
owe the salvation of their town to the inter- 
vention of their patron, St. Egidius. As was 
done during past eruptions, the townspeople 
carried the crozier of the saint in procession 
round the town, and finally planted it on a 
rising spit of a mountain on the side of Lin- 
guaglossa nearest to Etna. When the lava 
stream reached this rising ground. it divided, 
and flowed into a neighbouring valley, and 
thus did not enter Linguaglossa. i 

FIGHT FOR SACRED EMBLEM. 

To-day the rumours suddenly spread that 
the neighbouring town of Castiglione, which 
was also threatened by the lava intended to 
steal the precious statue and crozier from the 
people of Linguaglossa, its legitimate pos- 
sessors. 

Men, women and children seized whatever 
weapons came to hand and rushed to the spot 
where the protecting statue faced the now 
almost quiescent lava. Finding there some 
innocent inhahitants of Castiglione who had 
never dreamed of stealing the sacred image, 
they attacked them with wild fury, and but 
for the timely intervention of a body of 
Fascisti the visitors from Castiglione would 
certainly have been killed. As it was, they 
were taken under guard into the town, where 
their wounds were treated by the local 
chemist.—(Press Association Special Corre- 
spondent.)

FATAZASTIC INHABITANTS.

TAOMINA, SICILY, Thursday. 

Eye-witnesses report that the village of 
Cerro is now imbedded in a river of lava 
which is advancing towards Castiglione at the 
rate of ‘thirteen feet an hour. This lava-river 
is seven hundred yards wide and has travelled 
twelve miles from the mouth of the crater. 
Several companies of Fascisti and soldiers are 
clearing the houses—which, fortunately, are 
few—in the line of the lava’s flow. . i 

Although Taomina is twenty miles from 
Etna, a rain of fine cinders fell on it during 
many hours and covered the countryside to a 
depth of half an inch. . . 
Many people leave daily for the scene of 
the disaster, and all are much struck by the 
fatalistic attitude of the country people, who 
say “God's will be done.” One is fascinated 
by the awe-inspiring mass of molten rock 
slowly but surely crushing houses and burn- 
ing up vines and nut trees in its path, yet 
though the heat is very great, souvenir 
hunters break off pieces of the lava which is 
so soft that it can be moulded to any shape 


desired. 


The latest reports are that the lava flow is

Between 600 and 700 members of the 
Druggits’ Employés section of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers' Union are 
now idle in Dublin, as the result of a dispute 
which arose over the dismissal of three of 
their number from the establishment of 
Mersrs. McMaster, Hodgson and Co., Ltd., 
A member of the Lock-out Committee stated 
to an Zrish Times representative that Messrs. 
McMaster, Hodgson and Co. dismissed the 
men on the ground that business was slack. 
His organisation disputed that there was any 
falling off in business, and they held that 
the dismissal of the three workers was a 
violation of an agreement entered into be- 
tween the two parties, which provided that 
the “Jast in should be the first out’; mean- 
ing that in the event of a dismissal the last 
man employed. would, in the circumstances, 
be the first to leave. As the notice for dis- 
missal was not withdrawn the staff of about 
90 men struck work. 

Subsequently, it is stated, a meeting of the 
Master Druggists’ Association was held, and 
a resolution was adopted declaring that the 
employés had and in’ violation of an 
agreement of the 27th April, 1920, and that 
consequently the services of their employés 
would not be required after Tuesday last 
unless those employés of Messrs. McMaster, 
Hodgson, and Co., who had gone on strike, 
returned to work at once. - ' 

Members of the men’s committee, on the 
other hand, allege that, while not altogether 
disputing the existence of the agreement re- 
ferred to by the Master Druggists, none of 
them has at any, time seen the document. 
No statement has been made by the Master 
Druggists.

TON OF EXPLOSIVE SEI7ED ON 
NO:THEBN FRONTIER. 


The discovery of nearly a ton of explosive 
substanee, consigned as table salt from Bel- 
fast to Co. Meath, is reported from the 
Northern frontier. : 

It is stated that some weeks ago, when 
the consignment of “salt ” arrived on the 
Free State border, the suspicions of the 
Customs officials wefe aroused. The cases 
containing the salt were opened, and some 
of the contents of the packets enclosed were 
sent for analvsis to the Army Chemical Corps 
at Tallaght Camp. The analysis proved the 
suspicions of the Customs officers to have been 
wol’ founded, and cn examination the entire 
consignment was found to be a highly ex: 
plosive chemical substance, made up in half- 
pound packets, the total weight of the con- 
signment being close on a ton. 

The packets bore labels bearing what pur- 

rted to be the name and address of the 
3elfast manufacturer. On inquiry it was 
found that no such manufacturer existed. 

Practical use is being made of the con- 
fiscated consignment at Tellackt Camp, where 
it.is being employed for the manufacture of 
quarrviag explosives.

A SHIPBUILDING CONTRACT. 


The hearing was continued yesterday, before 
the Lord Chief Justice and a city special 
jury, of an action in which Cullen, Allen and 
Co., Ltd., produce merchants and exporters, 
of Belfast and Dublin, claimed damages 
against the Dublin Shipbuilders, Ltd., for 
alleged breach of contract in connection with 
the building of a coasting steamer. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna and Mr. Kenneth 
Dockrell (instructed by Mr. Robert Wallace) 
appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. S. J. 
Brown, K.C., Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., 
Mr. E. A.. Swayne, K.C., and Mr: C. P. 
Glennon (instructed by Messrs: Brady 
Dawson) appeared for the defendants. 
, The plaintiffs, in their statement of claim, 
stated that by an agreement dated October 28, 
1919, with John Kelly, Ltd., Belfast, the 
defendants agreed to build and equip a.steam- 
ship- for £39,125. The contract was to have 
been completed by August 31, 1920. By.an 
MM of March 10, 1920, Messrs. John 

elly, Ltd., transferréd to the plaintiffs, on 
payment of £7.500, all their rights and in- 
terests In the agreement of October 28. 1919. 
On July 28, 1920, the plaintiffs paid the de- 
fendants £5,000 on account of this contract, 
and it was alleged that the defendants’ failed 
to deliver the steamship. Plaintiffs claimed 
£12,500 for breach of ‘contract, beirig the 
£7,500 paid to Messrs. John Kelly, Ltd., and 
' £5,000 estimated loss of profit on the intended 
re-sale by the plaintiffs. They also claimed 
£5,000 paid by them to the defendants, with 
£2335 11s. 3d. interest. 

The defendants counter-claimed for £25,000 
for alleged breach of agreement, loss of profit, 
and expense. In their defence they denied 
that they knew the vessel was to be built for 
the purpose of re-sale, and under Clause 5 of 
the contract they alleged that the progress of 
the building of the vessel was due to causes 
beyond their control—viz., the conditions pre- 
vailing at the time in the steel. trade, which 
made it impossible to obtain deliveries of stee! 
plates to complete the vessel. 

Serjeant Hanna, having closed the plaintiffs’ 
case, reserved his right to put in a rebutting 
case when the defendants had made their case. 

Mr. Brown, K.C., opened the case on behalf 
of the defendants. He said that, apart from 
any questions of law, the question of fact the 
jury would have to determine wad whether or 
not the delay in the performance of the con- 
tract was due to a cause or circumstance be- 
yond the defendants’ control, and if they were 
thus relieved by Clause 5 of the contract. It 
was true that under the contract the vessel 
was to be delivered on or before. August 31, 
1920; but for reasons that should be obvious 
to anyone who knew anything of shipbuilding 
that although that was made the approximate 
and probable date for delivery, the builders 
inserted Clause 5, and they would not have 
agreed to any date in the contract unless 
Clause 5 was inserted. When this contract 
was entered into in the autumn of 1919 ship- 
building was booming. The. plaintiffs them- 
selves had within two or three months entered 
into four contracts for building four steamers 
of about the size of the steamer in 
this contract, and to be delivered about 
the same time, and in each contract there was 
a similar clause to Clause 5. He contended 
that the failure to fulfil the contract was due 
entirely to circumstances absolutely beyond 
the defendants’ control. At the end of the 
European War the supply of stee], Germany 
and Belgium being out of the market, was 
very limited. Steel could hardly be got at any 
price—it went up from £15 to £40 a ton 
within a very few months. It was in that 
kind of a market that the defendant firm had. 
in the autumn of 1919, to try to get steel for 
the building of this ship. The. suggestion 
made on the plaintiffs’ behalf was that the 
defendants could have got the steel if they 
paid a price for it. So far from being able to 
get steel by paying a price for it, the defend- 
antx’ witnesses would state that in the state 
of the steel market at the time they. could not 
get steel, no matter what they paid for it— 
no one would undertake to deliver steel at a 
date. nor would they quote a price; they 
would only take the price ruling at the date.

"ABOUR PROPOSAL.

In the course of a leading article upon the 
announcement in Parliament yesterday, that 
a Joint Select Committee of both Houses is 
to be set up to inquire into the desirability 
or otherwise of altering the customary period 
of the. Parliamentary session, TÁe Times ob- 
serves:—The question to be settled is no 
longer whether the two Houses can do good 
work if they are forced to sit after July, but 
whether they may not be better able to carry 
out their duties by beginning them in the 
autumn instead of in mid-winter. To that 
we believe there can be but one answer. The 
arrangement which would, in our opinion, 
best conduce to the increased efficiency of 
Parliament would be an opening session in 
Novembér’ and December, resumed again in 
February, and continued till the end of July, 
with a break of some three weeks at Whit- 
suntide. 

The members of the Labour Party who have 
put forward the further proposal that the 
Commons should meet at noon every day, and 
adjourn at about 7 o'clock in the evening, 
are not likely, we imagine, to meet with 
much support. Such a change in the time- 
table would have a distinctly injurious effect 
on the character of the House. It would tend 
to turn the whole of the members into a 
class of professional Parliamentarians, the

MANY DEATHS IN UNITED 
STATES. 

Extreme heat ‘yesterday caused the death of 
five persons in New York City, states 
The Times Correspondent in a message last 
night.. Twenty more were removed to hospi- 
tais suffering from prostration. The tempera- 
ture at the observatory of the Weather 
Bureau, 200 feet abcve the scorching streets, 
at one time reached 95 degrees. This is only 
two degrees less than the ‘‘record’’ for any 
Junesday. The heat abated but little during

THE FLOW OF THE LAVA. 


The Times Correspondent at Milan tele- 
graphed yesterday:—The march of the im- 
posing torrent of lava is now fast, now slow.

THE COAL PROBLEM. 


Searcely any of the problems left over by 
the war have been worse handled than that 
presented ‘by the coal industry, and it is 
essential, maintains the Westminster Gazette, 
that the Government, the owners and the 
miners should al! be extremely careful before 
they add any more mistakes to a list which 
is alreddy too long. The miners themselves 
seem at least to have shelved for the moment 
some of their mere ambitious achemea.

GENERAL’S DAUGHTER 
Rat EXECUTED. 

The Daily Mail Berlin's Correspondent 
telegraphs :—The daughter of General Brusi- 
loff, the '' Red” Army Commander, formerly 
the Szar’s Commander-in-Chief, has been 
execútéd by the Bolsheviks at Moscow. She 
was found guilty of concealing sacred vessels 
belonging to the Church of Christ the Saviour, 
in order that they might not fall into the 
hands. of the Bolshevist authorities. In con- 
sideration of the services of her father to the 
Red Army, Mile.: Brusiloff was informed that 
a*-petition for pardon would be favourably 
considered if she presented one. She replied :

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POLAR FLIGHT. 
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FRENCH AVIATOR'S HOPES 
FOR SUCCESS. 
IRISH TIN 7 s$ FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT 
PARIS, Thursday. 
The French aviator who, as reported ye% 
terday, is preparing for a flight to the Norta 
Pole, is now known to be Lieutenant Payer, 
the military airman, who was seriously in- 
jured in a helicopter accident last year. He 
thinks Amundsen’s base in Alaska too far 
away for the transport of material from 
Europe, and proposes to establish his own. 
base at Dane’s Island, to the north of Spitz- 
bergen, about 700 miles from the Pole. 
Lieutenant Payer calculates that the return 
flight to Dane’s Island is well within the 
capacity of modern machines, and “should be 
accomplished in 20 hours. Jour aeroplanes 
would be taken to the base, and two would 
make the flight, keeping in constant wireless 
communication with Dane’s Island, where the 
other machines would be ready to start 
immediately should assistance be required. 
Fonck, the celebrated ace of aces, is 
sceptical as to the flight, which, he says, 
presents almost insuperable difficulties, and 
he thinks that the airmen would cape a 
never return. His views are shared by other 
experts. 
A Copenhagen message states that the 
aeroplanes taken to Spitzbergan to assist 
Amundsen will be placed at the disposal of 
the explorer, who may decide to carry out 
his flight from this quarter in the late 
summer. 
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ALLEGED OBSTRUCTION OF 


PASSAGE AT WEIR. 

Before Mr. Lupton, K.C., in the Dublin 
Police Court yesterday, James Cowley, fore 
man at Plunkett's malting stores, Island 
Bridge, and Thomas O'Driscoll, honorary 
water ailiff, 60 Watling street, Dublin, were 
summoned by the Dublin Conservators of 
Fisheries for illegally obstructing the passage 
of salmon through a weir on the Liffey. 

Messrs. Plunkett Bros., Ltd., Bellevue Malt- 
ings, Island Bridge, were summoned for fail- 
ing to keep the sluice of the weir and the 
wash gate sluice shut down, so as to force 
the water through the passage for fish pro- 
vided in the weir. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, prosecuted; 
and Mr. Craig, solicitor, appeared for the 
Salmon Anglers’ Association. Defendants 
wére represented by Mr. W. J. Gleeson (in- 
structed by Mr. Joseph Gleeson, solicitor). 

Honorary Water Bailiff Brown stated that 
on the night of June 2-3 he went, with other 
bailiffs, to Island Bridge weir, on the River 
Liffey, where he remained all might. There 
was a sluice at the east end of the mill ot 
Plunkett Brothers’ malting stores to regulate 
the head of water, which at 10.50 was closed, 
but an hour later it was open, and by 
5 a.m. the fish pass was dry. Cowley came 
through the door of the sluice, followed hy 
Driscoll, carrying sticks, and went on to the 
island, where witness was lying. Both men, 
on observing witness, decamped, and then 
witness saw, in the pool below: the weir, 
several salmon plunging about land-locked 

Cross-examined by Mr. W. J. Gleeson, wit- 
ness said he knew that about a year ago 
large number of salmon had been killed 
the pollution of the river and had been taken 
out of the Liffey between the weir and Kings- 
bridge. 

Mr. Gleeson stated his defence 
there was no pass or gap; that 
mill weir, and the gap was only required by 
statute in a fishing weir. The discharge of 
the fish was. provided by the opening of the 
sluice; otherwise the fish could not get from 
the tidal to the fresh water portion of the 
iver. 

O'Driscoll and Cowley, as members of an 
association for the preservation of fish, had 
gone on this occasion to open the sluice to 
enable the fish coming “up in the tide to get 
into the fresh water and free of the con- 
taminated portion of the river.

REPLYING AFFIDAVIT. ae 

Counsel said that there was an affidavit in 
reply made by Miss Nellie Donnelly, who 
stated that the affidavit, by the Adjutant- 
Ceneral contained’ a general statement as to 
isilitary operations which took place since the 
month of November, 1922, but did not deal 
with the state of affairs existing since the pro- 
pouncement by President de Valera, and the 
orders to cease fire and dump arms given b 
Frank Aiken, the Chief of Staff of the Irish 
Republican Army. Since those orders were 
issued by Frank Aiken military hostilities had 
ceased in this country, and a state of peace 
now prevailed, She submitted that the facts 
stated in the affidavit of General O'Sullivan 
could ndt be regarded as in anyway justifying 
bis contention that a state of war existed. 
They were ordinary breaches of the peace 
such as ‘might be expected in any country 
whete ‘certain military operations had taken 
place. They could be dealt with by the ordi- 
nary law, and there was no necessity for the 
arbitrary power of martial law or for the still 
more'drastie- and reactionary course of flog- 
ging men end. confiscating private property 
which was proposed im the bill entitled ‘“The 
Public Satety Emergency Powers Bill, 1925,”’ 
endorsed by Mr. Kevin O'Higgins on the 

5th June, 1923. i 

The bilproposed to attach to certain 
olfences the penalty of whipping, and also to 
confiscate the property of the ae — 
found trespassing on’ certain lands, The in- 
troduction of this bill showed that the 
Ministry-of the Free State realised that the 
state’ of war had ceased; that the military 
necessity for martial law had come to an end, 
and that the civil tribunals could deal with 
existing conditions in this country.

Kevin ©’Higgins, in introducing the bill re- 
ferred to, and said that after the Courts say 
that writs of habeas corpus should be given tha 
Minister would be ready with the whip.

REPLY FOR THE STATE. 

Mr. Sullivan, replying, said that with the 
innocence or guilt of Mr, Donnelly his lord- 
ship had nothing whatever to do, and what 
had been stated with reference to that matter 
was entirely irrelevant.

APPLICATION REFUSED.

Mr. Walsh gave details of how the Post 
Office departments had to be split up in 
Dublin, and said that they continued to suffer 
under grave difficulties so ong as 
they had not proper headquarters. 
They might be inclined to look upon his 
plea for the restoration of central head- 
quarters foi this service as a fad, but it war 
nothing of the kind. He thought that there 
should be one headquarters for the thousand 
odd in the Headquarters staff, and the Post- 
master-Genéral should be there himself to 
look after the staff; Until they did that. the 
service would suffer, He believed that if they 
had more contact. they would save more 
money than they had saved. 

They had introduced at least two industries 
to this country. There were something: like 
ninety, people employed in the Savings Bank 
at present, and likewise, their Stores Depart- 
ment .was giving employment to over 100 
pcre. and the number was likely to increase. 

e would be glad to hear of any suggestions 
of improvements in the service. 


CRITICISM, 


Mr. O'Donnell said that he was pleased 
with the Postmaster-General’s statement, but 
he did not agree with retrenchments. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that they could 
not expect the postal services to be run on 
modern lines and to be paid for out of the 
direct charges paid by the users of the service. 
If shag enpested the service to be self-support- 
ing, they should have to be content. with a 
very much less‘efficient postal service. Even 
for fewer services they required a certain 
minimum staff, and that staff could give 
better service if it were more fully em loyed. 

If the Postmaster-General would allow his 
Engineer to play upon line developments, 
they would have a more efficient service, 
which would be a great benefit to the 
country than the present service, and dn a 
short time the loss would be diminished... He 
hoped that the Postmaster-General would be 
able to promise developments in the Savings 
Bank, and that he would introduce a cash 
on delivery system and an insurance system, 
and that there would be a wider relationship 
between the Post Office and the railways. 

Then there was the question of wireless 
telegraphy, or broadcasting. There had been 
some demonstrations of it, and no doubt 
these demonstrations were being care- 
fully watched with a view to in- 
troducing the system, but the House 
was entitled to some information on 
the matter. There was plenty of room 
for an industry under t control 
of the Postmaster-Genera] for the manu- 
facture of all kinds of apparatus connected 
SS telegraphy, telephony, and similar opera- 
ions, 

He urged the Minister to. get into contact 
with the heads of the departments of postal 
services, ‘with a view to collaboration in the 
service: He was sure that valuable sugges- 
tions and ene would be obtained by 
frank and free discussions between the heads 
of the departments and the Postmaster- 
General. He was pleased with the Minister's 
statement. :

TELEPHONES ON THE FARMS. 


Professor Magennis said that it was satisfac- 
tory to have a statement from the Postmaster-

He congratulated the 
Postmaster-General on the postal banking 
system which he had so successfully inau- 
gurated. 

Mr. Wilson criticised the system under 
which a charge is made for delivering tele- 
Ea at places which are more than a mile 
rom the Post Office. He urged that the 
people should be induced to put, their spare 
money in the Post Office savings banks. He 
also hoped that it would be possible to have 
@ telephone on every farm, 

Mr. Davin welcomed the Postmaster- 
General s statement, and said that he believed 
that it would have a favourable reception in 
the country, and particularly from the four 
or five thousand employés whose fate was 
trembling in the balance. He said that it 
would be a gain to the service if there was 
friendly co-operation between the men who 
did the practical work and those who were 
in the higher offices. ings in the Post 
Office were better now than they were a year 
ago. He held that the Post Office need not 
be treated as a paying concern, and that it 
could fairly fall back on the State for assist- 
ance provided efficient service was given. 

He Paapreied that a train later than 4.45 
might safely be put on from Dublin to the 
South of Ireland. Sunday morning trains 
bore letters from England from Dublin to Bel- 
fast and the North of Ireland, and he saw 
no reason why similar facilities should not 
be placed at the disposal of the people of the 
South of Ireland.

e suggestion that the Central Post Office 
should be placed on the site of the old 
Custom House was admirable, from the point 
of view of the sorting and despatch of mails, 
but that site would not be suitable for the 
headquarters building which thousands of 
eople must visit. Like all other big cities 
Dublin should have its General Post Office 
in a central position. 

In regard to the delivery of telegrams over 
the one-mile limit, the English mile was the 
standard, because it was the statute mile that 
regulated the operations of the service, and 
they could not change that in 24 hours. His 
opinien, however, was that it should be 
changed for all purposes. e reason that 
they charged. for these telegrams was becanse 
the State could not come to the rescue of the 
private citizen by subsidising him. It cost 
the State £40,000 for delivering telegrams 
outside the one-mile limit last year. They 
were going to turn that into a Post Office 
balance this year. 

They might restore outgoing mail services, 
but they would run no special trains on Sun- 
days. To restore the full Sunday post, which 
would cost £55,000, for the sake of con- 
veniencing very few people, would not be 
justified, 


HEADQUARTERS STAFF.

RAILWAYS, 


‘President Cosgrave moved for a sum of

of the vote last November, and he did not 
think it necessary to go into the details 
again. 

Mr. McGoldrick complained of the in- 
adeguate service provided by the Letterkénny 
and Lough Swilly Railway Company, ‘rhe 
headquarters of the railway must be re- 
constructed within the area of the Free State, 
Which it was intended to serve. 

Mr. Davin (Leix-Offaly) advocated the in- 
stitution of competitive examinations in the 
case. of. all railways. receiving money from 
the Government. also asked the Govern- 
ment to interest inself in the way, in which 
the Cavan and Leitrim Railway Company 
was dealing with the Arigna coslfields. He 
understood that the company was restricting, 
fo a certain extent, facilities for exporting 
coal from the. Arigna area, and he was 
informed. that people were losing large con- 
tracts owing to these restrictions. 

. Figgis (County Dublin) said that it 
had been found by a recent Commission that 
there were no trucks to carry the coal from 
Arigna, on the Cavan and Leitrim Railway, 
and that, had there been, there was no loco- 
motive to draw them, yet that railway was 
supported by public funds. I was a most 
glaring case of the way the railway system 
was seriously holding back the economic de- 
Me of the country, and showed, 
furthermore, that the entire railway system 
needed reorganisation.

FEWER SIGNS OF LIQUIDATION. 
Although in common with most other sec- 
tions of the Stock Exchange, the Oil Share 
market again had a dull appearance yester- 
day, there were fewer signs of liquidation 
‘present here than in other directions.

GENERAL FALL IN PRICES. 


The Mining departments suffered from de- 
ptession, for while there was a continuance of 
selling—-some of it apparently of a forced 
character—there was no demand, so that quo- 
tations again tended downward.
